United States Requested by tho Vene- 
znelan Kepnblic—Mr. Maine'* Recip- 
rocal Contract About to Undergo Its 
Crucial Test—Immigration 
Superin-

WASHINGTON, July 24—There was an 


air of excitement about the rooms of 
the acting secretary of 
state 
and 


assistants Thursday, which is very differ- 
ent from the usually sleepy atmosphere at 
the headquarters of American diplomacy. 
There was good reason for it. The Vene- 
zuelan republic has made a request for the 
protection and interference of the United 
States against the encroachments of Great 
Britain, which this government cannot 
allow to go unheeded. The Venezuelan 
government boldly invokes the aid of the 
United States under the Monroe doctrine. 
It is intimated very plainly that Secretary 
Blaine has promised America's "moral 
support" to Venezuela to encourage her in 
making a reciprocity treaty with the 
United States. Kather unexpectedly the 
faith and value of this "closer relation be 
tween republics" of Mr. Elaine's, in which 
this country was to keep the big boys of 
Europe off the little boys of Central and 
South America for a consideration, is 
about undergoing its crucial test. "If the 
United States is not going to help us when 
we need it," says a Venezuelan attache, 
"how much better off are we with this 
reciprocity treaty than we were before?" 


Controls the Homth of the Orinoco. 


Tn the papers presented Thursday by a 


special messenger, an attache of the Vene- 
zuelan government, the case of that power 
is stated with great ability. 
There are 


two copies, one in English and the other 
in Spanish. The Venezuelan president, 
in calling the attention of the United 
States to the daring aggression of Great 
Britain says with great emphasis that 
England has seized control of the mouth 
of the Orinoco, one of the three greatest 
rivers of South America, ''placing herself 
In a position to menace that entire con- 
tinent. All the hopes formed of a com- 
mercial union in the new world will be 
rendered unavailing by the presence and 
control of sach a naval power as England. 
This situation once established as a per- 
manency, her vessels would enter the 
Orinoco and its numerous affluents, and 
would convey to the great centers of 
population her products, ideas and ex- 
clusive interests."

"STONEWALL" JACKSON'S STATUE. 
Why It "Was Not Located in the Military 


Institnte Grounds, 


RICHMOND, Va., July 24.—The fact that 


Stonewall Jackson's statue, unveiled in 
Lexington Tuesday, was not placed in 
the grounds of the Virginia Military in- 
stitute, where he was a profe-«or at the out- 
break of the war, has occasioned some 
comment. The select ion of the site, it is 
stated by a gentleman of high standing 
who was in Lexington Tuesday, was the 
cause of a lively contest between the Epis- 
copalians and Presbyterians of that town. 
Just before he died Jackson expressed the 
wish that his remains should rest in Pres- 
byterian grounds. As his ashes were to 
be placed in the monument the people of 
his faith opposed the selection of the 
grounds of the institute, that being under 
Episcopalian influence. 


Presbyterians Gained Their Point. 


The latter denomination earnestly ad- 


vocated this as the most favored location. 
The Presbyterians succeeded in their op- 
position and the monument stand iu the 
ground which was established by the 
Scotch 
Presbyteaians who settled the 


county of Rock Bridge and founded the 
town of Lexington. If any feeling was 
engendered by this denominational rival- 
ry it »Tl disappeared before Tuesday, as 
Episcopalians vied with Presbyterians in 
doing honor to the Confederate soldier.
